Herrin, 111., June 22. — The death 


toll in the disaster last night and to- 
day, when 5,000 striking union min- 
ers attacked the Lester strip mine 
l>-ing operated under guard by 'im- 
ported 'workers, may run past the 
40 mark, it was said tonight by thosp 
in touch with the situation, although 
thus Cur only 27 are positively known 
to be dead.

Six other bodies seen by The As-

Xo Request tor Troops. 


Sheriff Melvin Thaxter tonight told 


Tho Associated Press that he did not 
ask for troops to quell the rioting 
here because he "did not see any need 


. of them." Colonel Samuel Hunter, of 


the adjutant general's office, stated 
he did not ask for the militia, as he 
was here on his own initiative and was- 
without authority to.ask for state aid 
unless requested to make such a. re- 
quest bv county officials. 


Colonel Hunter declared that at one 


of the conferences he called in an 
effort to prevent the outbreaks, W. J. 
Laskcr, owner of the strip mine where 
the outbreaks occurred, when asked 


» if he would close the mine, replied: 
* 
"I'll be damned if I will." 
Mr. Lacker was reported to be in 


Herrin tonight but could not be lo- 
cated for a statement.

Eyewitnesses Tell Stories. 


Half a dozen wounded men, some of 


them lying on death beds, tonight 
gave an Associated Press correspond- 
ent the first actual eyewitness accounts 
of the mine fight last night and this 
morning which brought dozens 
of 


casualties when 5.000 armed striking 
miners attacked the Lester strip mine 
near here which -was being operated 
by imported workers and guards. 


The trouble began yesterday fol- 


lowing publication of a telegram from 
John L. Lewis, president of the Unit- 
r-d Mine Workers of America, saying 
th.it the employes of the Southern 
Illinois Coal company, members of 
the steam shovel men's union, were 
"common strike breakers." 


Publication of Lewis' telegram was 


followed by the collection of large 
numbers of union miners and sympa- 
thizer!" just outside of Herrin. 
As the 


ilay wore on, the crowd increased and 
l:it'.- ia tho afternoon the attack on 
tho *!rin niine was "made after three 
hardware stores had been ransacked 
and stripped of all arms and 
am- 


munition.

Several of the men 
imported 
to 


work the mines absolved the strikers 
from blame, saying that the ones re- 
sponsible were "those who sent us 
here under false promises that there 
would be no trouble." 


Joseph O'Rourke of Chicago, com- 


missary clerk at the mine, gave the 
most vivid account of the fight. His 
story was related as he tossed in pain 
from half 
a 
dozen 
bullet 
holes 


through his body. 


"I was sent down here by the Bert- 


rand Commissary company of Chica- 
go," he said. "I had no idea what I 
was running into. I don't much blame 
the miners for attacking us, for we 
were unknowingly being 
used 
as 


dupes to keep them from their jobs. 
We were given arms when we arrived 
and a machine gun was set up at one 
corner of the mine. 
Guards were 


with us all the time and most of the 
guards were tough fellows, sent by a 
Chicago detective agency. 
I under- 


stand the miners sent us warnings to 
leave the town or we would be run 
out. We never got them; perhaps the 
bosses did. When we saw the min- 
ers approaching yesterday afternoon, 
we did not know what to do. 
The 


guards prepared for flghf^but most o£ 
us workers wanted to surrender. 


Miners Take Possession. 


"Through the night 
the bullets 


rained in on us. We sought shelter 
as we could: the miners—climbed up 
on the coal piles and earth embank- 
ments, 
and we were unable to see 


them. 
The guards kept firing but 


most of us hid. Then the miners blew 
up our pumping station. We had no 
water and our food supplies were-in 
a freight car in the hands of the min- 
ers. About sunrise, 
we put up the 


white flag:. The miners poured in and 
we surrendered our arms. 


"Up to this time, not one of us had 


been injured that I know of, although 
I understand that several of the min- 
ers had been shot. The miners spread 
out quickly and tied up together in 
groups of three and six. The tied men 
then were rushed off in different di- 
rections. Some of them tried to run 
but they were shot down as soon as 
they moved." 


James E. Morris of Johnson City, 


111., a young miner in the attacking 
forces, told the correspondent the at- 
tack had been spontaneous and that 
when the men went to the mine they 
did mot really stop to think of the 
bloodshed that might follow. He was 
wounded early in the fight. 


"I was on my way to Herrin," he 


said, " when I met a gang of fellows. 
They said they were on their way to 
run out those scabs at the mine. I 
joined them and others kept joining 
us until there must have been 5,000. 
Most of us were armed and those who 
were not soon got their guns. When 
we got to the mine we spread out 
around it. We had no real leaders; 
everyone was working for himself. It 
was just one ,big mob. out to get the 
men who were, running the mine. I 
am not sure who fired the first shot 
but after that it was real war. The 
firing kept up for hours, I guess, and 
several of our men were hit. Late in 
the evening I was shot in the arm. 
The wound was not serious 
and I 


walked back to where a group of our 
men were standing and they sent mo 
here in a car. I'm,.sure some of those 
scabs really were innocent men. It's 
just the old story of a mob getting 
started."

SENATE ADOPTS CONFERENCE 
REPORT ON ARMY MONEY BILL 


Washington, June 22.—The senate 


today adopted the conference report 
on the army appropriation bill, fixing 
the size of the army for the coming 
fiscal year at 12,000 
officers 
and 


125,000 enlisted men. The house has 
yet to net on the report, which in- 
cludes an appropriation of $7,500,000 
for 
continuation of work 
on 
the 


Muscle 
Shoals 
power 
project, on 


which no agreement was reached in 
conference. 


The house conference committee 


was understood today to have refused 
to accept the senate amendment to 
the bill providing $1,500,000 for re- 
pairing or replacing the Washington- 
Alaska military cable. The appropri- 
ation, accordingly, went out of the 
measure. 
The action of the confer- 


ence leaves only Sl.15,000 for main- 
tenance and operation of the cable 
for the next year.

Three Justices of Massachusetts

capacitating the court *u its recent 
hearings of the cases of those %yho 
were charged with corruptions, was

Attorney General J. 


Weston Allen In an address at the 
Harvard university alumni 
exercises 


today. 


"The plan In part failed or was 


abandoned." said Mr. Allen, "but it 
was a sinister attempt to undermine 
the faith of the people in the integrity 
of the courts, a veiled attempt upon 
the government Itself. Foiled in their 
purpose to prevent a trial, overwhelm- 
ed by the evidence produced against 
them of corruption and extortion, si- 
lent before their accusers, the men 
have weakly endeavored to claim bias 
on the part of the court. Stripped of 
their office, they are bereft of their 
power and influence, which was built 
upon patronage and rested upon fear."

ASSISTED BY WASHINGTON 


Washington, .Iunei22. — Approval 


by the War Finance corporation of 
the application of the Tobacco Grow- 
ers' Co-operative association of Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina and South Caro- 
lina for advances not to exceed $30,- 
000,000 for the purpose of financing 
the orderly marketing of tobacco in 
these states, was announced today by 
Director Meyer. 


Director Meyer said it was expect- 


ed that only a portion of the amount 
approved would be advanced by the 
finance corporation and that bankers 
Interested 
would 
do a considerable 


part of the financing for the associa- 
tion. 
The advance, he added, would 


be made on the basis of 50 per cent 
of a conservative valuation for to- 
bacco.

assassinated on the doorstep of 
residence In Kalou place this after- 
noon by two young men who Rave 
the names 
of 
James O'Brien and 


•James Connolly. 


The assassins had loitered about, 


waiting HI» liour for his return from 
unveiling a memorial to men of the 
Great Kastern railway who fell in 
the war. When he ul&htcd from his 
motor 
ear. 
Field Marshal Wilson 


walked u{> the steps and the men lired 
several shots at him from close range, 
three of wlileli took effect, one in the 
chest, one in the leg and the third in 
the tvrist. 


The field marshal died before he 


could be taken into the house. His 
horrified wife heard the shooting and 
.rushed out to find her husband's body, 
dressed in full uniform, lying in a pool 
of blood, with the sword which he 
had drawn to meet his assailants by 
his side. 


This crime was immediately and 


inevitably linked in the public mind 
with the 
political assassination of 


Liord Frederic Canvendish, chief sec- 
retary for Ireland, and Thomas H. 
Burke, the undersecretary, in Phoenix 
park, Dublin, in 18S2. The first 1m- 
pression was in a measure confirmed 
when Scotland Yard made public the 
names of the murderers and declar- 
ed that Connolly had a letter in his 
possession indicating he was a mem- 
ber of the Irish Republican army. 


General Duffy, chief of staff of the 


Irish Republican army in Dublin, im- 
mediately denied that that organiza- 
tion had any part in the crime. 


Americans Hear Shots. 


The assassins fled several, hundred 


yards before- their capture, with po- 
lice and civilians pursuing afoot and 
in motors. They passed the residence 
of the American ambassador. Colonel 
Georg-e Harvey, 
where ex-President 


Taft was a guest. The chief justice of 
the United States and the ambassador 
heard the firing and at first thoucht 
the shots were aimed at the house. 
They rusheJ to the window In time 
to see the two men fleeing, with the 
crowd in pursuit, occasionally turn- 
ing to lire a shot from their weapons, 
which later proved to be service re- 
volvers. 


In the course of the running fight, 


two of the policemen and a chauf- 
feur were wounded. 
The man were 


finally overpowered 
after 
a 
hard 


struggle. 


Field Marshal Sir Henry Hughes 


Wilson was formerly chief of the im- 
perial general staff 
of the 
British 


nrmy. He retired from his post early 
in the present year and stood for 
the imperial Parliament as Unionist 
candidate for North Down, Ireland. 
He was elected meriiber for this Uls- 
ter district Feb. 21, and soon after- 
ward was appointed by Premier Craig 
as Ulster's prime agent for the res- 
toration of order. 


The field marsh/il went to Belfast 


from England early in March with 
plans for restoring order, which he 
submitted to the premier. 


While the choice of Field Marshal 


Wilson as organizer of 
pacification 


mensures was favorably received in 
Ulster, it had a contrary reception in 
Southern Ireland. 
The former Brit- 


ish chief of staff was regarded there 
with more or less the same feeling 
as Sir Edward Carson, the former 
Ulster leader, and predictions were 
freely voiced in the south that he 
would be strongly in sympathy with 
the Orange side of the feud between 
the two factions. 


Career in World War. 


Field Marshal Wilson's career In 


the great war was one of high dis- 
tinction, 
lie went out with the ex- 


peditionary force under Lord French 
in 1914 and was the backbone, of the, 
British staff during the Inng retreat 
from Mons. In I D l f i he was sent on a 
mission 
to 
Russia, 
returning 
to 


France as special senior liaison ofliter 
at French general headquarters and 
later was appointed to the eastern 
command at home. 


In 1917, however, his most import- 


ant work began. In December of that 
year he was appointed British mem- 
ber on tho military committee of the 
allied war council for the western 
front. 
He thus became one of the 


best 
known figures 
in 
Inter-allied 


army circles, for while General Sir 
Douglas Haig was tho British com- 
mander in the field. General Wilson 
was the British voice which spoke 
in tho council at 
Versailles, which 


carried out the joint operatioiiB of the 
allies. 


At Versailles General Wilson was 


associated with General Foch up to 
the time Foch took command o£ the 
Joint forces in the Mold. He also went 
to Italy after the Italian debacle at 
Caporctto and shaped the plans for 
holding back the Austro-Gcrman on- 
rush Into Italy. 


I^ater General Cadorna became, his 


associate at Versailles as the Jtnlian 
representatix'e of the joint 
military 


council. 
General Tasker H. Bliss be- 


came the American representative of 


the Versailles council and was a close 
friend and associate ot' General Wil- 
son. 


At the i'aris peace conference Gen- 


ral Wilson practically 
shaped 
the 


Kritish views on the military terms 
of tho peace treaty with 
GeVmany. 


Here he was again 
associated 
with 


Marshal Foch and General Bliss, who 
\verw 
delegates 
of 
the 
respective 


French and American commissions.

New London, Conn., June 23 —Tra- 
ition that has come down through 


the years will slip into the old Thames 
tomorrow alongside the crews of Yale 
and Harvard, the bitterest of gentle 
foes, as they lift their shells into the 
stream whose ripples will hum to the 
Atlantic tomorrow night the praise of 
the victor In the 
fifty-fltth 
Inter- 


'varsity regatta championship of the 
eight-oared crews. 


As compelling and majestic as their 


yearly football game is the annual re- 
gatta of Yale and Harvard, made so 
by the full hearts that strain with as 
much verve ashore as under the tan- 
ned breasts at the oars. As exhilarat- 
ing as the roaring and the shrieking 
yells that the frosty winds of autumn 
whisk across the 
gridiron 
is the 


screeching of whistles and the clang 
of bells on the variety of craft that is 
jumbled together 
somehow 
tonight 


along the lanes the trews will trav- 
erse on the morrow. 


In place of the battered quarter- 


backs barking cryptic signals behind 
the living hedge formed by th» lines- 
men, 
will be miniature men seated in 


the sterns of the feather-like shells, 
pleading to eight sun-browned, sin- 
ewy forms, sliding to and fro while 
their long sweeps dip into the water, 
respond to the tug and

I>i»trict« adjacent to the Volga Val- 


ley, the heart of tho famine region, 
receive th« greatest attention. From 
Kazan, the seat of the government of 
the Tartar Republic, south to Astra- 
khan at the mouth ot the river on the 
Caspian Sea, every rail head on the 
Volga is manned by American units. 
Here 60 men supervise the feeding o£ 
more than 5,000,000 people. 


In the Ukraine and the Crimea, the 


five strategic points of Kiev, Khartov. 
Odessa.Ekaterinoslav and 
Theodosia 


are the bases of supplies from which 
27 Americans direct the child-feeding 
and food remittance deliveries. 


Refugee kitchens and stations for 


food remittance are operated at Vit- 
ebsk, Minek. and Gomel, providing 
for the district w«st of Moscow to the 
Polish border. 
Beyond the famine 


zone on the upper Volga, Americans 
are in charge of transfer warehouses 
at two points, and also at two inter- 
mediate points between Moscow and 
the Volga. 
Corn is shipped directly 


through these centers for tranship 
ment to famine centers- 


Thus every thickly-populated cen- 


ter of Russia is covered. Moscow and 
petrograd have independent supervi- 
sion ot child-feeding and food remit- 
tance. In each about 35,000 children 
are fed. 


This gigantic task ia being accom- 
plished In a land 
—where telegrams take two or three 
days in transmission. 
—where messages must be translated, 
transmitted, 
then re-translated 
to 
English. 
—where, through misunderstandings 
In punctuation, messages like this are 
received, "cars numbered 801328709-

mara." 


—where one is advised to take a 


train on Tuesday and therefore pre- 
pares to go to the station along about 
the following Thursday. 


—where journys of ordinary length, 


a thousand miles or BO, are spoken~of 
as "five or six days away." (The 
Twentieth Century limited does it In 
24 hours.) 


—where the traveller covering 2,000 


miles must cook, his own food and 
wash his own clothes while he rides.
